Guayama, Porto Rico, September 


4, 1898.—After having a slight pain 
in my stomach for about fifty-two 
hours, I feel like writing to some one 
and telling he latest news. 
Well in 


the first place I suppose you have 
heard that the Maine was blown 
down and that started a war between 
Spain and Co. H. 
Coming over on 


the St. Paul I struck the steward for 
a job and he gave me the pb of wash- 
ing silverware for the officers. 
I 


had to work about an hour every 
meal and then I would eat one of the 
.finest meals you ever heard of. 1 had 
watermelon, sugar-melon, turkey, pud- 
clings, cake, pie, rocoa for breakfast, 
iced tea for lunch and coffee for din- 
ner. 
While I was living fine all of 


the boys in the regiment were eating 
corn-beef, canned beans and hard 
tack. 


Companies H and M were left on 


board to unload at Arroyo. They 
unloaded in five bargns, one behind 
the other and were towed close to 
shore by the Gussic and then poled 
in by the natives. The last baggage 
was unloaded about 8 o'clock p. in. 
It was too late for the company to 
go ashore, so as I wanted to go, I gob 
on the third barge. 
The Gussie then 


pulled in and anchored about a mile 
from shore and a sailor on the Gussie 
yelled to me that we would be there 
all night so I went to sleep. About 
2 o'clock I was awakened by some- 
body coming towards the barges talk- 
ing Spanish. I did njb-know whether 
they were Spaniards or not, so I put 
three or four shells in my gun and 
was ready to kill the whole lot, but 
just as'sobn as the boats came up I 
saw that they were natives. Then 
I unloaded my gun and went ashore 
and slept on a pile of boxes till morn- 
ing. 


In the morning I went around 


town to see the sights and traded 
corn-beef and hard tack to the natives 
for cigars and fruit. When 1 get 
back I am going to bring some cigar- 
ettes with me. They are made out 
of the finest tobacco I ever smoked. 


I saw Henry Wyatl down at Chicka- 


mauga park and he said that 
Dave 


was going to ride his wheel down- 
it' he did he had some of the roughest 
roads you ever saw. 


You ought to be glad you did not 


join the army. They arc having to- 
matoes three times a day. I am glad 
I did not enlist for I can go wherever 
I please and don't have any work to 
do. Lieutenant Smith and I eat 
canned peaches, 
pears 
and jelly, 


where, if I was enlisted, I would eat 
tomatoes and coffee. 


I do not think we will be back be- 


fore December. 
Tell Youngman that 


his brother is just about as anxious 
to get, home as he was to come. 
He 


has been sick bub is all right now. 


The girls down here don't gut niar- 


ired. They live with a man till they 
get tired of him, then hunb up an- 
obher. 


There are some well to do Span- 


iards in bhis town, and balk about 
your prebty women. You ought to 
see them. 
They come over to see 


dress parade and band concert every 
evening. 


I have seen a few Spanish officers 


since I have been here and they have 
a moie soldierly appearance than 
most of our officers except Gen. 
Brooke and Gen. Grant. 


The Spaniards are all right. Sever- 


al of the Fourth Illinois boys gofin- 
side their lines by accident acid were 
baken as prisoners and bhen burned 
over to Gen. Haines. While they 
were prisoners they said they lived 
better than bhey could live in their 
own camp. The Spaniards gave bhem 
wine, rum and cigarettes.

19 say nothing more of the result of 
the deliberations than that the peace 
commissioners had been fully instruct- 
ed. Of the nature of these instructions 
they conveyed not a word. 


It is not to be understood from this 


that the commissioners go under iron- 
clad and unchangeable instructions at 
all points, for there is a certain amount 
pi flexibility in the instructions. As 
one of the cabinet members put it, 
the president might just as well have 
reduced his wishes to paper in the form 
of an ultimatum and have sent it to 
Paris by a messenger. 


The peace commissioners are in no 


sense mere mouth pieces, but having 
chosen with the greatest care and con- 
sideration five men in whom he puts 
tie most implicit confidence, the presi- 
dent feels that they are to he trusted 
with the interests of the United States. 


It is not expected that they will have 


S free rein in the larger questions of 
policy, but with ample opportunities 
tor consultations by cable and other- 
iriie there is no reason why the com- 
•Usaloners should not be able to carry 
out the desires of the administration, 
and at the same time have the opportu- 
nity to somewhat shape those desires 
by- conveying information they may ac- 
quire. 


Paris the commissioners will meet | 
General Merrltt, fresh from Manilla, 
and in addition they will there have 
the benefit of a special report from 
Admiral Dewey. 


These will be of the greatest value, 


for the 
commissioners 
are not ac- 


quainted with the Philippine question 
h detail, and even the information that 
is to be acquired from the Spanish 
peace commissioners is not to be de- 
spised when it takes such an official 
form that it can be relied upon as to 
accuracy. 


All the arrangements have been com- 


pleted for the departure of the com- 
mission and its staff. Most of the par- 
ty will leave Washington at 4 p. m'. for 
New York, but circumstances may de- 
tain some of the commissioners until 
the midnight train. 


The Campania sails at 2 p. m. Satur- 


day, and 
explicit instructions ^have 


been given all of the members of the 
party as to being on board at that time. 
Special baggage tags have been printed 
for the belongings of the members, and 
a small paper paster, showing red and 
blue bars crossed on a white back- 
ground' gives a handy way of making 
a "red, white and blue" identification 
of the personal and general luggage of 
the party. 


A number of stout cedar chests have 


been made to carry the books, pam- 
phlets, typewritten documents, etc., 
forming a part of the American case. 
The chests are like a shallow steamer 
trunk, so that they may be shoved un- 
der the berths, and thus he available 
on the passage over, instead of going 
with the baggage in the hold of the 
steamer.

City of Rome sailed for Spain with the 
Spanish prisoners, so that he was en- 
abled to take the testimony of a num- 
ber of them, including Admiral Cevera 
and several of his officers. Even from 
the Spanish account it does not ap- 
pear that the American sentinels were 
to blame for the 
unfortunate affair. 


One of the prisoners persisted in pass- 
ing the rope boundary of their con- 
fines, and when the American sentinel 
sought to drive him within bounds 
several of the other prisoners swarmed 
over the rope, while the others became 
so highly excited 
and assumed 
so 


threatening an attitude that the small 
guard consisting of about 10 United 
States soldiers felt obliged to fire upon 
the offending prisoners.
